TH twenty-sixth day of April has been by 
common consent set apart as COMMEMORA- 
TION Day throughout the South—the day on, 
which the suryiy6rs of ‘the field of glorioug 
war—’’ more glorious tothe vifnquished than 
to the victor—the men and women of the 


ry of the proud and happy dead, crowning 
their graves with the simple tribute of flow- 
ers, far more expressive while renewed year 
by year than monuments of brass or marble, 
This anniversary of love and grief, person- 
al and national, may jt be perpetna!! 
By our citizens it will be faith 
and fondly observed. Under the = a.s- 
pices of our noble and blessed country- 
women we anticipate an occasion at 
£imwood .Cemetery, of the very highest in- 
terest; and we doubt not that the orators of 
the day, Hon, LANDON C. HAYNES and Col. 
Moses WHITE, will fitiy represent and 
embody the sentiments of the thousands of 
people who will be present to lay their offer- 
ings upon the graves of heroes. The poem, 
prepared by F. Y. Rockert, will be read by 
E. M. YERGER, Esq. We understand thata 
beautiful ode, written by Rev. Dr. WHEAT, 
will also be sung on the occasion. This year 
Commemoration Day occurs on Sunday, and 
as is usual on the anniversary of national occa- 
sions, it has been duly announced by those 
in charge that the customary ceremonies 


with a passionate intensity which no words 
| Can express; for that cause these men 


-privation, and freely sacrificed their 
iver, for it. they .férsuck the ‘sweet 


prayers of the pious, and stimulated by the 
applause of a whole people, they went forth 
cheerfully and exultingiy to the endurence of 
trials to which even the sorrowful annals of 
warfare can scarcely furnish a parallel. En- 
gaged in a conflict with one of the great pow- 
ers of the world, whose yoice is heard with 
respect by the occupants of European thrones; 
excommunicated from the fellowship and 
sympathy of the human race ;engirdled with a. 
wall of fire and barred off from intercourse 
with the rest of mankind; sustained by re- 
sources ‘at home which wete barely adequate 
to the supply of their most pressing necessi- 
ties; yet conceiving that they were struggling 

to upbold.the great principles of ciyil and re- 


ligious liberty for which their fathers before 


them had bled, they manfully endured every 
trial, and heroically confronted every peril. 
They were scantily fed, they were poorly 
clad, they were often inefficiently armed, yet 
amid the snows of winters, amid the 
deadly malaria, amid the bleak winds 
that sweep, our ocean shore, amid 
the burning heats of Mississippi, amid the 
bayous, and wildsof the far West, in labors 
and watchings, in hunger, nakedness and 
cold, in the dreary trenches, on the exhaust- 


of death, they attested their fidelity to a cause 
which was common to them and us. Who 
of us that has spontaneously poured 
forth, not as a triumphal procession 
with floating banners and clashing 
cymbals, but as a community of stricken 
mourners—who of us can forget the little | 
worn-out handful of heroes that stood an im-’ 


thunder-cloud which burst upon them in fury 
with that mornings earliest light? Who of 
us can forget the gallant men who fell amidst 
a tempest of fire, and a hail of iron? Who 
of us can forget those who saturated with their 


noble men who piled upon so many fields 
the invaders of our soil? The South, 
poor as she may be, is still rich in 


children. Torn, afflicted, impoverished she 


inheritance. of that immortal legacy which 
was bequeathed her by her dying sons. The 
crown has falien from her queenly brow, and 
she sits in dust and ashes, but there are still 
left her, in her dead and living childret, 
costly and glittering jewels which blaze upon 


¥|her bosom, and are pressed with ineffable 


fondness to her breast. Our brethren fought, 
and bled, and died, as yicarious sufferers on our 
behalf. Our profoundest gre titude is, therefore, 
due them; and every generous emotion of our 
natures impels us to do what we can, con- 
sistently with our present relations and 
duties, to honor their memories and to con- 
secrate their names. Their spirits. have 
passed from amongst us, but their graves are 
with us; and, although we may not lay upon 
them the. = garlands of the victor, we 
would reverently place upon them the tokens 
of our undying gratitude, and our quench- 
less love. In view of the ministrations of 


ceiyed at the-hands of the Spartan ladies who 
now propose to revere and respect their 
memories, we haye no words so appropriate 


would take place on the preceding day, Satur- 
day, April 25. Weregret to observe in both 
the Appeal and the Ledger that efforts are 
being made to change again the time as pub- 
lished, and to use the Sabbath day for the 
mournful occasion.
